izations, in a special and restricted 
sense, at the expense of the great mass 
of workingmen, who are Zot and nev 
will be members of unions. 
Labor unions are 
nopolies, in proportion to the extent 
to which they succeed in their ob- 
jects. Men who get up a “corner” in 
wheat of in cotton are no more mo- 
nopolists than ere labor unionists, who 
seek to establish a monopoly in labor. 
The one kind of monopoly is as bad 
as the other, and both are against 
the public good. 
It is well that the courts are be-

The people of Arfzona afe almost 
unanimously opposed to this measure 
as tt stands. They do not wish to 
be tled up to New Mexico. They have 
mayy and cogent. reasons for opposing 
the scheme, an! their wishes the 
matter'ought to be respected. It 
would’ be a gross injustice to Ari- 
zona to join her to New Mexico, as 


}this vill proposes to do, There Is 


practically no demand for Statehood 
under the conditions proposed. The 
bill ought to be defeated, and it prob- 
ably can be defeated if its opponents 
will ecoiperate to that end. 

Senator Bard is the only Republican 
member of the Senate Committee on 
Territories who opposes the bill if its 
present form, and he may be relied 
upon to do all in his power to pre- 
vent ita passage. He should receive 
all the encouragement and support 
that can be given, from Arizona and 
from California, in his fight against 
this objectionable measure. y 

The people of Arizona prefer to re- 
main as a Territory for the present 
rather than to be joined to New Mex- 
ico. The latter is so different tn edu- 
cation and in general 
that the proposed forcible union would 
be intolerable to Arizona, if there were 
no other reasons against such union.
